B ut then Collidge brought it on 
himself. In a speech before

G reater Law rence, Mass., C h a m ­ 
b er of Com m erce, yesterday, the 
M assachusetts’ next to chief e x e ­ 
cutive said some 
h arsh 
things 
about the south. 
He said the “Bilbo - belt banjo 
stru m m e rs” w ere kidnaping 
his 
state's 
textile 
industry. 
“ Dixie 
C laghorns,” said Coolidge, already 
have talked several 
mills 
into 
m oving south. 
If such goings-on d on’t stop, he 
predicted, the New E ngland te x ­ 
tile industry will 
becom e 
m ere 
“ hollow shells.” 
He even w ent so far as to accuse 
Dixie leaders, particularly those in 
Louisiana, of using 
federal 
tax 
m oney to offset 
tax 
exem ptions 
used to lure industry southw ard. 
Som e 
“Tobacco 
R oad” 
states. 
Coolidge continued, pay only $2 in 
taxes “ for every $7 they w heedle : 
out of W ashington” w hile M assa- \ 
ehusetts kicks in $6 and gets back i 
$2.50. 
In 
addition, 
Coolidge 
called 
southern labor a “ raw mass, in e x ­ 
perienced and undisciplined.” 
Said C ru m p tartly: “No slurring 
rem a rk s by a tw o -b y -fo u r b la th ­ 
erskite can rem ove the south's a t­ 
tractiveness. 
The 
south is 
for 
steady g ro w th — th a t’s w hat's kill­ 
ing ’em .” 
As for the aspersions on so u th ­ 
ern 
labor, 
a 
textile 
industry 
spokesm an. T. M. Forbes of A tla n ­ 
ta, sniffed. 
“Nonsense. S outhern 
labor is not excelled an y w h ere in 
the U nited States.”
